Subsoil moisture supply was rated 6 percent short, 89 percent ade-
quate, and 5 percent surplus. Corn silking was 89 percent, com-
pared to the 5-year average of 95 percent. Corn dough was 54 per-
cent, compared to the 5-year average of 56 percent.
